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I. Producing Ideas for Economics - and the Infrastructure and 
Superstructure as Two levels in Althusser’s Critique of Political Economy

The basic infrastructural idea is factory production which then gains the 
superstructure - Panasonic or even say resteruants. 


II. Ideas of Capitalists and Ideas of the State - Production and Reproduction 
- what is the Reproduction I ask of the Capitalist Production Process - the 
Investment Cycle in the Production Process and Ideas of Economic Value 
as opposed to Ideas without Value or Surplus-Value 


When Sirohi refers to capitalists, they argue that a refined idea is needed for 
surplus value. 


Sirohi then goes in the opposite direction - produces ideas of non-value as higher - 
from tailors, to cheap ice-tea to even cheap newspapers in Urdu, to even finally 
ideas of written manuscripts like a long cheap production room of photocopying in 
the cheapest sense. 


III. Value-Form in Althusser and then in Sirohi 


Value is finally use-value and not any exchange value at all - follow the use-value go 
to the end - from cheap French shoes to cheap housing with architectural 
formalism, to even finally computer shops and printers in a cheap format - this then 
is Spirit.
